president. 

Second Plan Favured, 

The second plan appears more likely 
to be accepted. 

President Grau has refused to dis- 
card the ultrasocialist form of Sfov- 
ernment now in operation. He has 
refused also to accede to a desire of 
other factions to subatitute a rather 
anti-American foreign policy for an 
attitude more friendly to the United 
States. 

Thus the discussions appear to be 
deadlocked as this dispatch is written.

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MARYLAND CAVE 
TELLS SECRET OF 
2,000,000 YEARS 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11:-—H)— 
Discovery near Cumberland, Md., of 
a “Noah’s ark of the fee age,” a cave 
with a representative collection of 
prehistoric animals that lived:in North 
America over a period of 2,000,000 
years, was announced today by the 
Smithsonian institution. The cave is 
in the Allegheny mountains. 

Among the animals are a crocodile- 
like creature, bats, a tapir and pecar- 
ries or wild pigs, tropical types, show- 
ing that the Alleghenies once enjoyed 
a climate akin to that near the equa- 
tor. Other skeletons in the cave, are 
of animals such as wolverines and the 
lemming mouse. Temperatures appar- 
ently ranged from tropical to sub- 
arctic. 

Apparently the cave served as an 
“animal graveyard” where all kinds of 
prehistoric beast went to die through- 
out the 20,000 centuries of the Pieis- 
tocene age, most recent of the geologi- 
cal periods.

The new 
federal taxes, he told them, must be 
low enough to make this possible. 


Plan for Low Tax. 


The President and other adminis- 
tration officials have definitely aban- 
doned as too high the $2.60 a gallon 
tax recommended by the specia] in- 
terdepartmental liquor committee. New 
recommendations on behalf of the ad- 
ministration will be taken before the 
joint congressional committee tomor- 
row by Joseph H. Choate Jr., head 
of the federal alcohol control board, 
and E. G. Lowry, treasury representa- 
tive on that board. 

Senator Pat Harrison [Dem., Miss.], 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, declared following the White 
House conference that the new federal 
tax on liquor probably will not ex- 
céed $2.20 a gallon. That rate, the 
senator stated, would raise approxi- 
mately 400 million dollars a year, or 
nearly twice the amount required to 
compensate for the removal of three 
nuisamce taxes which were revoked 
automatically with repeal of the 18th 
amendment. 

This 400 millicn dollars from whisky 
taxes, Senator Harrison explained, 
would be in addition to the 150 mil- 
lions to be realized this year from 
taxes on beer and in addition also to 
revenues from present tariffs on im- 
ported whisky. 


May Cut Whisky Tariff. 


Regarding the tariff, now fixed at 
$5 a gallon; Senator Harrison said it 
was the general feeling that was too 
high. A proposal to give the Presi- 
dent power to regulate the import 
duty on liquor is under consideration, 
it was said, although it is probable 
the executive already has that power 
under the existing tariff law. 

“The discussions today were on the 
general liquor tax situation,’ Senator 
Harrison said. “The President is 
leaving the rate of tax to the com- 
mittees and to congress: He wants 
us to raise as much revenue as we 
can, but he also wants to put a stop 
to bootlegging. He doesn’t want a 
tax rate that will make liquor prices 
so high as to continue bootlegging.”

2.60. A rate of $2.20 a gallon has 
been suggested, under an arrangement 
for refunding 20 per cent of the rev- 
enue to states which do not enact @ 
gallonage tax. Some states have 
started a gallonage tax and this is 
to bé regretted. We have been dis 
cussing a policy of letting the federal 
government have the gallonage tax 
field to itself, leaving the occupational 
tax on permits, licenses, and the like, 
exclusively to the states,” 


Wants Reasonable Price. 


Chairman Robert L. Doughton 
[Dem., N. C.], of the house ways and 
means committee, advocated the adop- 
tion of a liquor tax which would rep- 
resent the difference between produc. 
tion .costs and a “reasonable” retail 
price, with a “reasonable” allow: 
ance for profit. His idea, which would 
represent a backhanded approach to 
the problem, would.be.to determine @ 
fair .price for liquor, compute pro- 
duction and. distribution costs, and 
make the rate of tax equal to the 
difference between the retail price and 
the cost of production plus a “ reason- 
able” profit.

New York, Dec. 11.—{Special.]—Re- 
lief from high prices for legal liquor 
sailed into New York harbor today.

[limoisian Warns Papers 
to Mend Their Ways. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—()— 
Representative William W. Arnold, a 


Democratic leader from Robinson, Ik, 
declared today that unless newspapers 
mended their ways ptiblic demand 
might tead to a general tightening of 
censorship in governmental matters. 

Arnold had just returned to his cap- 
ital office after spending the summer 
months at his southern Illinois hore. 
He said he had noticed a growing re- 
sentment on the part of the people 
against those newspapers which pur- 
posely and knowingly give biased and 
untrue interpretations of news events. 

‘This situation has simply come to 
this point,” said he: “ Uniess news- 
‘ papers clean their own house and be- 
gin confining their editorial opinions 
to those portions of their columns 
especially reserved for such, they'll 
pull their temple down upon their own 
shoulders.” 


No News Censorship. 


Arnold emphasized that he would 
oppose any censorship of fair and im- 
partial news reporting, 

“ Recounting through the news col- 
umn, with impartia) coloring if neces- 
gary, is thoroughly legitimate and will 
never arouse criticism,” he continued. 

“It is the misleading and untrue 
editorialized news reporting that con- 
fuses readers, then disgusts those who 
investigate by comparing news items, 
and eventually leads them to become 
bitterly antagonistic to such tactics.” 


Hits at the Critics. 


Arnold leveled his accusations at 
those newspapers which, he said, were 
condemning governmental policies be- 
fore they had a chance to work. 

“Judgment can be rendered,” he 
gaid, “only upon evidence. 

“Iam a firm believer in freedom of 
the press. I have no objection to con- 
a@tructive editorials even when they 
might be adverse to movements pop- 
ular or unpopular. But I do oppose 
any journalistic principle which at- 
tempts to mold public opinion by de- 
liberately planned misinformation.” 

The Illinoisian insisted it was up to 
the newspaper fraternity to save its 
own temple.

U.S. Commissioner Talks 
to Farm Bureau.

A prediction that the states may 
take over the entire support of edu- 
cation from local “communities was 
made by George F. Zook, United 
States commissioner of education, in 
an address before a session of the 
American Farm bureau federation in 
the Hotel Sherman last night. 

Other speakers on the program were 
Mrs. Emily Newell Blair, a member 
of the consumers’ advisory board of 
the NRA, who disctissed wonien’s 
place in the New Deal, and Miss Con. 


nie J. Bonslagel of the Arkansas state 
agricultural extention service, Na- 
tional winners in the farm bureau con- 
tests were also announced and awards 


given. 
Points to Trend of Times. 


Mr. Zook In his address said that 
North Carolina has practically. elimi- 
nated county support of schools, while 
a committee in Wyoming has recom- 
mended that the entire state become 
a single school district, These are 
trends which indicate, he said, that 
the time may be at hand for the state 
support of schools. 

‘‘We cannot stop in our demands for 
equalization of educational. oppertuni- 
ties until the children of the rural 
areas have the same training that 
those of the towns.and .cities. have,’’ 
Mr. Zook continued. “Rural areas are 
almost unable to support rural schools 
of any kind. This condition has be- 
come so aggravated that last Septem- 
ber 2,000 rural schools did not open 
their doors, and thousands of others 
shortened their school terms.” 

Mr. Zook drew a picture of the rural 
school of the future as a community 
center where the school buildings will 
be for the use of adults as well as for 
the children, These schools of the fu- 
ture become neighborhood centers for 
music, dramatica, clubs, and regular 
evening school instruction, he declared. 


Mrs. Blair Addresses Women. 


Mis. Blair in her talk, addressed 
particularly to the women attending 
the farm bureau meeting, said that the 
new deal will give women an oppor- 
tunity to mold the “ pattern of life”’ 
in which they live—an opportunity 
they have not had since the industria! 
revolution, she asserted. The farm 
women, Mrs. Blair declared, will have 
a large part in molding this pattern 
because the machine age failed to rob 
of individuality as it did their 
city sisters. 

In the farm bureau's quartet con- 
tests the Nicollet county quartet from 
Minnesota won first place in the male 
divison. Quartets from Keokuk coun- 
ty, Iowa, took first przes in both the 
mixed and the women’s divisions.

DELINQUENT PERSONALTY 
TAXES. 


« County Treasurer McDonough’'s books disclose 
‘the extent to which the collections of personal 
property taxes have lagged behind the collections 
yn real estate. Of the 1928 levy on real estate less 
than 10 per cent is unpaid. Of the same fevy on 
personalty the delinquency exceeds 30 per cent. 
The disparity has increased steadily in the inter- 
vening years. The delinquency in payments on 
real estate on .-the-last (1931) levy is 33 per cent. 


Che corresponding’ Gelinquency on personalty is 52 
per cent. 

The digparity is not to be expigined in terms of 
the relative prosperity of real estate owners; Real 
egtate owners have come forward more readily 
partly because their title to thelr properties was 
imperiled by nonpayment and partly because more 
strenuous efforts were made to collect from them 
than from the others. Uf.the officials charged with 
collection will exert similar pressure against those 
delinquent in pergonalty taxes the. showing will 
improve. 

There is, of course, no slightest reason to sup- 
pose that any amount of pressure will produce 
anything resembling a full collection. If a third 
of the rea] estate taxés are not paid despite every- 
thing that has been done by way of cajoling and 
coercing property owners; it is not likely that the 
personalty taxes, which are more difficult to 
collect, will yield a larger percentage of returns. 
Public officials must recognige, as most of the 
taxpayers already do, that taxes are already so 
high that they cannot be collected from many per- 
sons by any means. The total tax bill, national, 
state and local, is heavier than the income of Cook 
county, as a whole, can support. 

At the same time it is true that a vigorous 
eampaign of collection will yield considerable 
sums. No man in politics is eager to make ene- 
mies and such a campaign is calculated to do just 
that. The number of personalty bills brought to 
judgment will thus serve as a pretty accurate 
index to the courage of the public officials con- 
cerned. 


THE PHILIPPINE PROBLEM. 


Mr. Vicente.Villamin, a Philippine publicist.and 
lawyer, resident in New York, whose admirable 
comment upon fsland problems has occasionally 
appeared in THe TRIBUNE» writes that as a result 
of “three months of intense discussions through 
out the country the legislature by an oven 
whelming majority voted the resolution of non 
acceptance, pointing Out that the trade provi- 
gions of the act are inimica] to the best interests 
of the Philippines; that the exclusion of Filipinos 
from America while retaining allegiance to the 
American flag is offensive; that the powers of the 
American high commissioner are too vague; that 
the political, social and economic stability of the 
Philippines fs placed in jeopardy, and that the 
provisions relating to military and naval reserva- 
tions are incompatible with sovereignty and con- 
ducive to international misunderstanding.” 

Mr. Villamin points out these are reasons sub- 
stantially identical with those expressed in the 
editorials of the American press relating to the 
Hawes-Cutting act and that in voting nonaccept- 
ance the legislature did not pass on the independ- 
ence question, which was not then at issue, 
realizing that the act was more of a tariff, 
financial. and immigration measure than. an 
independence legislation. Of that issue he says: 
“The independence asked for is an honest-to- 
goodness independence, given at a reasonable 
time and’ under rational conditions, so it could 
be livable and maintainable. The synthetic 
formula of immediate, complete and absolute free- 
dom is discarded as an impossible proposition. 
On this point the majority and minority parties 
in the islands are in accord. The discussions on 
the Hawes-Cutting act have served the great 
purpose of acquainting the Filipino masses with 
the problems of sovereign nationhood outside of 
the purely political and emotional factors. Fili- 
pino patriotism has indeed not grown lukewarm; 
it has only become better oriented, more O85 
structive and more really nationalistic.” 

It is certainly desirable for the Philippine 
peoples that their political leaders and, so far as 
may be expected che public, realize that independ- 
ence is not m¢rély a political question but involves 
economic {ndependence and a sound economic 
gs.ircucture to support it. The Hawes-Cutting act 
was framed by special interests of the United 
States without due regard to the evolution in 
the islands of economic conditions essential to 
the support of the political independence it offered 
after a term of years. It was wisely refused by 
the Philippine legislature and the problem of 
our Philippine policy remains open, claiming, as 
Mr. Villamin says, “the patience, the statesman- 
ship and the magnanimity of American leader- 
ship.”

Under existing conditions and 
policy they are our exposed flank, threatening 
our peace as well as that of the islands. The 
situation is certain to develop dangerously unless 
we fix relations on better grounds and take 
measures to support adequately whatever status 
we adopt. A policy of drift or a policy formed 
by considerations of special privilege and the 
exploitation of special interests, if continued, will 
bring not merely to the peoples of the Philippines 
but to the United States very deplorable con- 
sequences.

CAVEAT SPENDER. 


The desire to get the unemployed to work Is 
commendable and now naturally very strong. The 
appetite for federal money is as strong, perhaps, 
but not so commendable. The tide of easy money 
is high and wife, but it is flowing into some 
strange placés and carrying some strange cargoes. 
This will suggest to discreet communities some 
caution and restraint.

There is a 
widespread suspicion that loans from Uncle Sam, 
domestic or foreign, aré not seriously expected to 
be repaid, but the joker in that ostensibly pleasant 
prospect is that while the foreign borrower may 
escape, the American borrower cannot. He may 
dodge direct payment, but he will foot the bill 
some day, perhaps in ways and at times not at 
all agreeable.

Dr, Friedenwaid thinke the use of ene- 
mas is largely responsible for Mucous 
colitis.

Fluorine is present in foods in the faintest 
trace. We get most of it from drinking 
water.

So 
far as 1 know no one has reported any con- 
dition due to lack of it. The principal effect 
it has is on the teeth. There is some record 
of danger from eating foods contaminated 
with fluorine because of the use of some 
insect dusting powders.

LONDON, — Water taxis in the 
Thames, intended to cross London at 
a higher speed and a lower fare than 
any other form of transportation, have 
been ordered in the shape of five ves- 
sels. The boats, besides thelr com: 
mercial purposes, are deliberately de- 
signed as coastal defense craft in time 
of war. 

The boats will cost £22,500 each. 
They will be equipped with arm chairs 
for 100 passengers, with a weather 
proof salon, This will be fitted with 
radio and a bar. 

The vessels will have a speed of 
abéut 18 knots. A noteworthy feature 
of their design is a platform in the 
bow capable of mounting a 1%%-pound- 
er quick firing gun, and depth charge 
chutes in the stern. They will be 
manned by former naval men, and 
will run almost silently. 

The project, known as Thames Taxis 
f1938] Ltd., is backed by BR. W 
Brown, 33, and.A, C, Mecliwraith, 24, 
Brown revealed that specifications 
were drawn up with deliberate fore

Rowan Says Bascule Type 
Would Be Wasteful.

@f the city council's 


harbors, wharves and bridges, yester- | 


day. predicted that the council will 
fever approve an application for a 
federal easy money loan. with which 
to construct .a .bascule .bridge at 
North. Ashland avenue. 

“A> movable bridge would cost 
$800,000 more than a fixed bridge, plus 
$20,000 a year more for operation and 
maintenance, and to build such a 
bridge in these times would be a 
criminal waste of money,” said Ald. 
Rowan. 

The plan for building a movable 
bridge, with a federal easy money 
grant and loan to be paid off from 
the city’s share of the gasoline tax 
receipts, was advanced by the board 
ef local improvements, after the de- 
partment of public works had applied 
for a fixed bridge permit. The bridge 
question has resolved itself into a 
jurisdictional dispute, with Mayor 
Kelly favoring the plan of the board 
ef local improvements and members 
of the council committee standing by 
the department of public works. 

Formerly Under Works Bureau. 

Heretofore the jurisdiction of the 
Board of local improvements has been 
Wmited to local improvements, for 
which special assessments are made. 
Bridges, which have been constructed 
™ the main from the proceeds of 
bond issues, have come under the 
jurisdiction of the division of bridges, 
department of public works. 

Nor was the question of jurisdiction 
Geared up by the explanation of Wil- 
liam W. Link, president of the board 
of local improvements. Mr. Link said 
the city should act immediately and 
build a bascule bridge with federal 
@asy money, without waiting for a 
fixed bridge permit, because—‘‘there 
should be no special asséssment in 
this matter.” By his own argument 
@gainst special assessments, Mr. Link 
@liminates himself from further con- 
gideration, according to proponents of 
the fixed bridge. 

Observers at the city hall say this 
cht for a bascule bridge represents 
@ last stand of the board of local im- 
provements, which all the experts on 
governmental efficiency and economy 
favor consolidating with the depart- 
ment of public works. It was pointed 
out that the board of local improve- 
ments has had nothing to do for two 
years because there have been no 
special assessments and is not likely 
to have much to do in the years to 
eome. 

Millions from Other Sources. 


The city will get $6,000,000 a year 
from its 1 cent share of the 3 cent 
@asoline tax, $5,000,000 a year from 
the vehicle tax, and seven or eight 
million dollars from the $17,000,000 fed- 
@ral allocation for road building in 
Tilinois. Because of the avilability of 
these funds and the tax bufden al- 
ready carried by real estate owners, 
gpecial assessments will be rare in 
the next few years, city hall officials 
Say. 

The West Central association is 
strongly in favor of the bascule bridge 
for Ashland avenue and other local 
organizations are supporting this type. 
Proponents of the fixed bridge declare 
that if the plan goes through, the 
board of local improvements can point 
to that achievemént and expect some 
support from those who favored it 
when the talk of consolidation comes 


p. 

There is another factor which may 
@r may not have some influence in 
the fixed versus bascule bridge con- 
trovéersy, and that is jobs. Six bridge 
tenders, working in shifts, are re- 
quired for a bascule bridge, and the 
normal replacement program calis for 
three bridges a year. Moreover, if 
Ashland avenue received a fixed bridge 
the five bascule bridges north of that 
-point would no longer be operated. 

Fixed Bridge Policy Urged. 

An exhaustive study of waterway 
developments, barge términals, and 
bridge clearances, made under the di- 
rection of the commissioner of public 
works, resulted last year in the rec- 
emmendation of a fixed bridge policy 
and this report has already been ap- 
Proved by the cotuncil committee on 
harbors, wharves,.and bridges. It will 
Be submitted to the council, with in- 
structions for thé corporation counsel 
ft draw up an ordinance to that ef- 
fect, and the counti] is expected to

American river. 

There is, however, beauty in the 
landscape beyond Jerusalem that one 
finds in “Mount of Olives, Jerusa- 
lem.” <A delicacy of technique affects 
one pleasantly in “Venice” and 
“Chambery, France.” The tiny 
“Genoa,” postage stamp size, is fas- 
cinating. The covered bridge near 
Utica, N. Y., is another valuable print.

From these to the flower paintings 
is a far step.

Lack of Work 


on Defensive 


BY DORIS BLAKE. 
We get the problem here in this 
department. It ig one that worries 


parents, worries the unemployed girl 
and boy and is iikewise of deep con- 
cern to edu@ators and men and women 
generally if their work lies with boys 
and girls. 

A few years ago when a boy or girl 
finished schdéo] or @oljlezge, a job was 
available almost tmmediately. Even 
before finishing sehoo!l the girl and 
boy who wanted to work had little 
difficulty securing employment. The 
child labor law affecte many and the 
fact that jobs are scarce affects others. 

2- 

Many of the adolescent boy and girl 
situations formerly could be counted 
upon to be solved by work. Today 
this solution applies only to about one 
out of fifteen, eager to work, but un- 
able to get employment. So that par- 
ents today have additional burdens, 
responsible and difficult ones. 

The older girl and boy, of high 
school or college education, unable 
to secure a job, suffer a feeling that 
they must be inferior. They hear of 
others of their ages and education 
getting jobs, through accident or 
“pull,” and with prolonged unem- 
ployment they begin to doubt their 
own abilities. [Idleness becomes a dead, 
sinking weight, forbidding, destructive. 
Or, the boy or girl may sink into de- 
spondency easily, accepting the situa- 
tion as a complete excuse for lack of 
effort, more daumuacing in consequence 
than the first named effeet of idleness. 

> 


Parents face the problem in @iffer- 
ent ways. Some parents will not re 
Alize that.work is not available, and 
exert constant heavy pressure upon 
the young people, encouraging, by 
their own suspicions, that feeling in 
son and daughter of being inferior. 
Though home is the best place for 
the unemployed young person right 
now, boys and girls often break un- 
der the @train of nagging and take 
to th® road, the companions of no- 
mads, being subjected to temptations 
and eripplitiig habits.

Gridiron material may be equally 
goed or even better, team morale may 
be as high, undergraduate spirit may 
be on a parity with that of the last 
two decades, but there are two factors 
which add to a present Notre Dame 
eoach’s difficulties.

Appeals . Court - Upholds 
Radio Commission. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.J—In a decision which adds con- 
fusion to the already muddled quota 


distribution situation regarding alloca- 
tion of broadcasting facilities, the 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia today affirmed the ruling of 
the federal radio commission author- 
izing station WBBM, Chicago, to syn- 
chronize experimentally with station 
KFAB on their shared clear channel 
from 10 to 12 o’clock each night. Both 
are Columbia Broadcasting system 
stations. 

Waving aside all objections raised 
by station W-G-N of THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, in behalf of other Illinois 
stations as well as itself, the court 
held the grant was merely experi- 
mental, and that therefore no actual 
change of operating status is involved. 


Rules Quota Is Not Involved. 


W-G-N contended that since both I)- 
linois and Nebraska are in the greatly 
over-quota fourth radio zone, the grant 
could not be made without violating 
the quota regulations, but the court 
ruled that quota was not involved un- 
der experimental authorization. 

In its original decision in the case, 
from which W-G-N appealed, the 
commission admitted in substance 


stations means that the intervening 
area will suffer and that good recep- 
tion, except in the immediate metro- 
politdén areas of the stations, will be 
blotted out. Thus,_as a result of the 
sourt’s action, Nebraska will have its 
radio service further diminished in 
favor of Chicago, which now is re- 
puted to be the most overcrowded and 
congested radio center in the country. 

The court’s decision is seen as an 
other example of the broad powers 
which congress detailed to the com- 
mission with respect to distribution of 
broadcasting facilities. The commis- 
sion has been attacked repeatedly ‘n 
congress for allegedly unfair admin- 
istration of radio. It was pointed out, 
for example, that the commission on 
the ground that the quota regulations 
permitted, snuffed out of existence sta- 
tion WIBO, of Chicago, with an in- 
vestment of $400,000, yet using these 
game regulations, now authorizes 2 
chain station in Chicago to acquire 
additional operating time. 

Claims to Cover Chicago Area. 


In the WIBO decision the commis- 


over to station WIND, Gary, Ind., 
which also broadcasts the chain pro- 
grams of the Columbia Broadcasting 
system, with which WBBM is affiil- 
ated. The Gary station, in its pro- 
motion, claims to cover metropolitan 


The WBBM opinion was based al- 
most entirely on the theory that since 
the synchronization will be experi- 
mental, nothing is added in Chicago 
in the way of facilities and that there- 
fore other stations have no valid com- 
Plaint. Under the grant, even though 
experimental, WBEM is authorized to 
operate until midnight, whereas it has 
signed off heretofore at 10 p. m.

IN LIVE STOCK 


Hogs Sag 5 Cents Despite 
Colder Weather. 


AH departments of the live stock 
market yesterday were under pressure 
of some of the heaviest receipts of the 
season. However, the bearish influ- 

- ence of available supplies was coun- 


terbalanced partly by colder weather 
and some improvement in the whole- 


sale meat trade, so that the break in 


prices was not as severe as the trade 


had expected. 


The general average price of hogs 
moved down only 5 cents to the $3.30 
Jine, comparing with $3.35 on Satur- 


day and with $3.45 last Friday. The 
top at $8.40 was paid freely all fore- 
noon, with smaller local packers and 
city butchers who deal mostly in fresh 
pork the aggressive buyers. The range 
of prices was about as narrow as it 
ever gets, the top and average show- 
ing a spread of only 10 cents. 
Weather Lifts Pork Prices. 


Cold weather was general and 
caused a sharp rebound in pork prices 
from the recent low. Loins, always 
the most susceptible to factors in the 
wholesale trade, advanced to a range 
of 8 to 11 cents per pound at Chicago. 
Comparable kinds sold late last week 
at 7% to 9% cents. Gains of 1 to 1% 
cents also were reported at the leading 
eastern distributing centers. 

However, despite the activity in the 
trade the hog market touched new 
lews for the season, with the top sale 
at $3.40, only 40 cents above the 54 
year low of last December. A year 
ago yesterday top hogs here sold at 
$3.25 and the average at that time 
ficured $3.10. 

Government buyers were in the 
trade for comparatively few hogs yes- 
terday at the market price, paying 
$3.25 to $3.40 for the better grades of 
170 to 220 pound averages. 
estimated packers bought about 2,500 
hogs for the government yesterday. 


Cattle Receipts Heavy. 


Cattle receipts were estimated early 
yesterday at 21,000, but late surveys 
indicated that the final tally would be 
near 24,000, the largest run since Oct. 
23. Only one day has had a larger 
total in the last fourteen months. The 
average Monday run for the last three 
weeks is only 12,600. 

Heavy beef steers were given a hard 
jolt and many carloads of well fin- 
ished 1,200 to 1,500 pound averages 
and some heavier weights were car- 
ried over in one of the biggest hold- 
overs of the year. Medium weights 
sank 15 to 25 cents, but were easier to 
move than the big weights, while fair 
action was found in the “upper 
crust” of yearlings weighing under 
1,000 pounds at steady prices. 

In fact, one consignment of mixed 
yearling steers and heifers averaging 
only 775 pounds at $6.85 were higher 
by 10 cents than the top for regular 
market cattle last week. The bulk 
of the crop of steers, however, were 
sold at $5.50 and under, with many 
Jarge shipments of medium grades 
down to $4.00 and plainer kinds of 
light weights down to $3. 

A good eastern demand was a fea- 
ture of the lamb market and prices 
for top grades of slaughter stock ad- 
vanced 25 to 35 cents. All interests 
paid up to $7.50 and shippers as high 
as $7.60 near the close, the highest 
since early last month.
